U.S. Prosecutor Tells Call-Post

The Agsistant U.S. At- 
torney who. .successtully 
prosecuted deposed union 
leader John €. Scales 
acknowledged Tuesday 
that John Robinson, whose 
name was linked to a 
possible perjury scheme in 
connection with the case, 
“might have been bum- 
rapped." 

Robinson, who was a 
member’ of .the Gospel 
Clouds .of, Joy singing 
group until a few months 
ago,..visited.the CALL & 
POST Monday to vehemen- 
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tly deny any involvement in 
an alleged plot to falsify 
evidence to help clear 
Scales in his trial on 
multiple charges of 
defrauding Laborers Local 
Union 423. 

“| am not a thief,” Robin- 
son fumed. “| have never 
stolen anything in my life. 
All | did was deliver a 
piece of paper from one 
friend to another. | had.no 
way of knowing that 
anything funny was going 
on,” 

Robinson's name sur- 
faced in the final hours of 
the trial when Assistant 


U.S. Atty. John Paimer 


referred to Robinson as a 


“go-for" who had helped 
acquire an allegedly 
forged document which 
was entered into evidence 
by Scales’ defense. at- 
torney. 

The questioned 
document was an invoice 
from the Ace Radio Co., 
202 E. Gay St., which was 
introduced to show that 
Scales had purchased a 
CB radio and had it in- 
stalled in’ a. union- 
purchased Lincoln Con- 
tinental in October; *1975. 

After Scales’ testimony, 
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Saturday, June 10, 1978 


Palmer put an Ace Radio 
employee on the stand to 
testify that the invoice did 
not represent a 1975 tran- 
saction but had, in fact, 
been stolen in blank form 
from his.’ firm the day 
before. 

Re-called to the stand by 
his attorney, Harold Won- 
nell, Scales, who had 
earlier. denied any 
knowledge of the. theft, 
said he had asked 
Roosevelt Trotter, a friend 
and former janitor at Local 
423 headquarters, to ob- 
tain the needed document. 
Scales said, the invoice

was delivered to him in the 
hallway outside the 
Federal courtroom by John 
Robinson. 

.In his closing statement 
to the seven-man, five- 
woman, all-white jury, 
Palmer compared Robin- 
son to William (Big Bill) 
Smith, who had mitted 
earlier that he had run 
illegal errands for Scales 
when he was the deposed 
union leader's bodyguard. 
Palmer described Smith as 
a “go-fer” for Scales, and 
linked Robinson's name in 
the same category. 

In his closing statement 
to the jury, Palmer implied 
that Robinson, like Smith, 
had run illegal errands for 
Scales. “In 1972, (it was) 
Bill Smith....1n 1978, John 
Robinson,” Palmer stated.

1 didn’t write on it, and | 
don’t know who did,” 
Robinson_said..heatedly-in 
his discussion with a CALL 
& POST staff writer. 

“Somebody asked me to’ 
do John a favor and | did 
that,"" Robinson said. 
“That's all | did.” 

Robinson would not 
identify the person or per- 
sons who asked him to 
take the invoice to Scales, 
but said he had given that 
information to agents of 
the FBI who questioned 
him late last week. 

“If they (the FBI) want to 
tell—youwho gave that 
piece of paper to me, they 
can tell you themselves,” 
Robinson said. 

Palmer said Robinson 
had been cooperative, but 
the substance of his FBI 
interview would have to 
remain secret. 

“That interview was con- 
ducted as part of an on- 
going investigation ‘and 
may be submitted to a 
grand jury to consider 
possible perjury and con- 
= charges,” Palmer 
said. 


Palmer remained tight- 
lipped in his conversation 
with the reporter, but did 
acknowledge that Robin- 
son “might have been 
bum-rapped" by having his 
name linked with the 
possible conspiracy. 

Further credence was 
given to Robinson's 
denials by informed sour- 
ces within Local 423 who 
claimed to know who stole 
the blank invoice from Ace 
Radio Co. and forged the 
false information.

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June-A Month of Decisians 


June will be a month of decisions, 
some rendered by the Courts, and 
some by the voters of Cuyahoga 
County. Before the United States 
Supreme Court, is a most significant 
case which will involve blacks and 
the educational process fot many, 
many years to come. The case of 
Allen Bakke should be decided 
during the last few daye of the 
Supreme Court term which will be 
the first two weeks in June. We have 
an extensive article analyzing the 
Bakke case and attempting to an- 
swer some of the questions in this 
issue. We recommend that ali of our 
readers take time to examine this ar- 
ticle carefully. 

Moving from the Supreme Court of 
‘the United States in the Bakke case, 
we come to the Sixth Circuit Court of 
Appeals which meets in Cincinnati, 
Ohio. That Court, on June 20th, will 
hear arguments in the Cleveland 
Board of Education case: The Court 
has consolidated three appeals and 
will start court in the Cincinnati 
Federal Court Building at 9:00 a.m. 
that morning. The Court is being 
called upon to decide whether or not 
Judge Frank Battisti was correct in 
finding the Cleveland Board of 
Education and its Superintendent 
guilty of intentionally segregating 
the schools. 


Also, the Court will decide whether 


the remedy, such as the extensive 
cross-town busing required in Judge 


Battisti's remedial order is consistent: 


- 


with the violations of the Con- 
stitutional rights which the Judge 
found in his earlier order. In addition, 
the Sixth’ Circuit Court of Appeals. 
will be called upon to decide whether 
or not Judge Battisti was correct in 
taking away the administration and 
operation of the school system from 
the Board of Education and its 
Superintendent. 

The case will be argued in June 
and probably a decision will be made 
in June but probably not later than 
July. . 


The Bakke case having to deal 
with higher education, and the 
Cleveland schoo! case having to do 
with the issués of secondary and- 
elementary education, squarely puts 

fore the Courts the educational 
rights, privileges and obligations ae 
they relate to both minoritiés and 
whites. 

Turning to the local issues, the 
Courts will be deciding again the 
question of the recall of the Mayor of 
the City of Cleveland. While the 
Clerk of Council has certified that 
sufficient signatures have been ob- 
tained, the Mayor, in defense of his 
Cnstitutionally protected rights has 
ingisted that the Courts decide 
he fe involving the recall process, 
th@ right of persons who did not vote 
in jthe last Mayoral election to sign 
pétitions, the validity of the

We now turn from the conflicts in 
the Courts to the conflicts which the 
voters can render decisions which 
may be just as tive as the Court 
decisions. The C land Board of 
Education is unquestionably in- 
solvent. It can not meet its 
obligations on a day to day basis. 
Many of the people who have sup- 
plied services and other items to the 
schools have not been paid for many 
months. Languishing in the 
background, is the spectre of more 
difficulties with the City of Cleveland 
also about to experience financial 
difficulties. No one knows the depth 
and breath of the financial chaos that 
faces the City of Cleveland. However, 
our preliminary examinations in- 
dicate that without substantial 
Federal-Ald, a step up in collection of

Regardless to the outcome of Tuesday's primary 
election, there's sure to be a considerable number of 
lame ducks when the Ohio Legislature convenes next 
Tuesday. Some members will be lame ducks of their 
own choice, and it can be assumed that some will be 
lame ducks because their constitutents decided that it 
was time for a change. 

The most prominent of the House members who will 
be in the lame duck category is Rep. Charles Kurfess, 
(R-Perrysburg) the House Minority Leader. The 
veteran lawmaker and former House Speaker, is en- 
ding his lawmaking career at his own accord. 


That is, instead of retiring the conventional way, he ~ 


elected to go after the governor's office held by 
Republican Gov. James A: Rhodes. And while this 
column is being written days before the primary elec- 
tion, if all of the political prognosticators are correct, 
Kurfess will be rendered a lame duck by Rhodes and 


not represent his constituents back in Wood and San-. 


. dusky Counties. 

Unlike Kurfess, who seemingly elected to give up 

his House seat the hardway, Rep. Mack Pemberton, 

Columbus Republican is becoming. a lame duck the 

simple and less costly way, he did not seek the 

nomination for the post he had held for a good num- 
ber of years. 

All 10 of the black House members, if their own op- 
timism can be accepted as the gospel truth, will 
escape the lame duck stigma. Of course, there's 
always a chance that it will be hung on them at the 
general election in November. 

Over in the Senate, Lt. Gov. Richard Celeste, 
Democrat, will also be a lame duck by choice. Like 
Kurfess, he too has his eyes set on wrestling with 
Gov. Rhodes for the chief executive's office. Celeste, 
the Democrat endorsed gubernatorial candidate, with 
only Dale Reusch, the KKK imperial wizard as an op- 
ponent, is a cinch to be the winner. 

Freshman Senator Anthony J. Celebrezze Jr., 
Cleveland Democrat,.is also serving his last term by 
choice. And based on past experience,.he too could 
have chosen an easier way to give up his 25th district 
seat. He is aspiring to take on the veteran Republican 
Secretary of State, Ted W. Brown next November. 

Celebrezze is the son of Judge Anthony J. 
Celebrezze, former member of the Ohio House and 
the Ohio Senate and is presently a judge on the Sixth 
U.S. Circuit Court. He is also a former Cleveland 
mayor, which means that young Celebrezze's name is 
a household word in the Cleveland area. But at the 
State level, he is virtually an unknown.

Up For Renewal 


Congress is considering legislation that would ex- 
tend the: life of federal job programs under CETA -- 
: “Comp “Employment and Training Act. 
Hopefully, it will also improve the Act -so that it 
becomes what it was intended to be -- the chief 
weapon in the war against structural unemployment. 

Experience with CETA has revealed some glaring 


faults. While it has served as a vehicle for providing 


disadvantaged people with job-training, work ex- 
perience, and job-related-educational services, it has 
also been a vehicle for providing cities with federally- 
subsidized white collar workers. 

Part of the problem has been confusion about the 
purpose of the’program. Alongside of the elements in 
the Act designed to’ help the long-term unemployed, 
Congress added counter-cyclical provisions aimed at 
countering high unemployment rates. 

This, combined with slack supervision of prime 
sponsors -- local governments — led to what has been 
called the “substitution effect.” Cities, in order to 
prevent lay-offs or higher local taxes, simply switched 
municipal workers off the local payroll and onto 
CETA-funded budgets. 

That meant a shift in the focus of the program away 
from the disadvantaged. In some cities, a third or 
more of municipal workers were paid for by 
Washington. Meanwhile, the long-term unemployed 
have gotten lost in the shuffle. Blacks, young people, 
and the poor continue to swell the ranks of those who 
need the skills, training and opportunities afforded by 
federal jobs efforts. 

There are about ten people eligible for every federal 
jobs program slot. When scarce resources are diver- 
ted to helping middie class workers retairi their jobs, 
less is available to train and employ the truly disad- 
vantaged. 

So a major goal of Congress’ re-examination of the 
Pragram should be to sharply focus CETA openings 
on those most in need. The new legislation should in- 
clude clear and unmistakable language that man- 
dates aid to economically disadvantaged persons 
who are unemployed or undere loyed. 

Formulas for the allocation. of GETA funds should 
also be revised to assure that federal money is chan- 
neled to the areas that need it most -- places where 
poverty and unemployment are highest. 

The traditional Congressional practice of spreading 
funds broadly should be resisted. Every dollar sent-to 
a region of relatively high employment or used to fund 
a job for someone who could find employment on his 
own or who has the skills to compete in the job 
market is a dollar denied someone desperately in 
need of training and work. 

The Administration has also added provisions fora 
private sector job program — some $400 million to 
boost private business’ employment of the unskilled 
and the long-term jobless. 

That's an important step in the right direction, since 
the__private_sector_employs.the bulk—of-American 
workers and should be the source of new jobs. If we 
are to be a full employment economy, the private sec- 
tor will to be a full partner with government. in 
job-creation and training. . ‘ 

Local “private industry councils” will work with 


local government CETA sponsors to develop specific — 


plans for training and hiring the unskilled jobless. 


If this initiative is to be successful, Congress will: ” 


have to mandate the participation of community- 
based organizations with experience in employment 


. services. Unless such groups, representing the target

“Blacks should not try to 
rebuild this system - they 
should try to improve upon 


it.” 


The speaker was 
Charles Wallace, president 
of. Wallace and Wallace 
Enterprises and developer 
of the history-making Oil 
Refinery Project in 
Tuskegee, Ala. He was ad 
dressing a crowd of some 
500 students, faculty, com- 
munity residents and 
representatives of major 
corporations at the Second 
Annual Black Business. 
Awards Banquet held 
recently at the Battelle 
Memorial Institute, 505 
King Ave. 

The affair is 
sponsored annually by the 
Council of Black Students 
in Administration and the 
Black Graduates in Ad- 
ministration’ (CBSA/BGA) 
of Ohio State Univeristy to 
award area. black en- 
trepreneurs” who” have 
made significant accom- 
plishments in six selected 
business categories.

refining. The Tuskegee 
Project has been hailed as 
the . most significant 
economic development 
project ever undertaken in 
this country by a black 
man. 

Aside from the refinery, 
it includes a total new 
community called New 
Town which will include 
multi-income-level 
housing, shopping and 
recreational facilities, and 
schools as well as light in- 
dustry. The Project has fur- 
nter: national significance 
in that it has the potential 
of serving as an alternate 
source of energy for the 
entire East coast. 

“We (blacks and whites) 
are in this pot together, 
and | plan to share in this 
economic pie,” declared 
Wallace. He also ad- 
monished blacks who 
make it in business not to 
leave your people behind. 
“White America can put 
you out of business over- 
night on a technicality.” 

In spite of his millionaire 
status, Wallace still lives in 
a “semi-ghetto" in the 
same house bought on the 
GI bill after leaving military 
service. His companies are 
creating 19,000 jobs. 
“White: America holds all 
the power ... We've put a 
man on the moon, but we 
can’t rebuild the ghettos or 
lower employment,” he
